Flares to New Fury; 


German Drive Fails 


Pisa May Also Become 


Major Battle Ground; 


Much Aerial'Action 


Rome. July 27—(AP)—The bat- 


tle for Florence, the last big Ital- 
ian city in German hands south of 
the Golhic line, flaied to a new 
fuiy today with the Eighth Army 
smashing fierce German counter- 
attacks eight miles from the heart 
of the historic town.

were' that the ancient city of Pisa 
would 
become ^ *. major

ground.'. .The Gciir.ans were^otf- 
scrvcd erecting barricades m the 
main • street north of the Arno 
rrver and setting up machine gun 
posts. It was officially reported 
the enemy was using the famous 
Leaning Tower as well _as church 
steeples for observation posts. 


Most impressive gains in the 


steel ring closing in on Florence 
were to the southwest of the city 
where Eighth army units surged 
forward as much as three miles 
in the area of Castelnovo and Val- 
lechio.

Board, recently visited the Mid- 
west Rubber 
Reclaiming Com- 


pany as a new $60.000 research 
labo'ratory 
was 
dedicated 
and 


watched a public demonstration 
of reclaiming: GRS 
(synthetic) 


tires and tubes, and ncopreno—a 
process similar to those developed 
by several tire and rubber com- 
panies. 


"What I've seen today makes 


me wonder whether synthetic re- 
claim ml£ht not result In new 
products and open new avenues 
for use of those products". Dcwcy 
said. "So much praise has gone 
to the 
manufacturers of syn- 


thetic rubber that I want to give 
some to those who have learned to 
use it and to reclaim It". 


In cooperation with the Massa- 


chusetts Institute of Technology, 
the company began experiments 
in reclaiming- synthetic 
rubber 


five years ago. 


Robert L. Randaii, the com- 


pany's chief chemist, says, "we 
don't know that our pre-war na- 
tural rubber " sources ever, again 
will be available to us. We may 
have to find our own sources of 
rubber supplies,- and 
synthetic 


rubber seems to be the answer. 


Reclaiming Solved 


"There always has been a mar- 


ket for reclaimed natural rubber 
and 
we've -already solved 
the 


problem- of reclaiming the syn- 
thetic product".' 


War 
in the far cast has in- 


creased the. use of reclaimed rub- 
ber In most'.of the common rubber 
articles and scientists are finding 
many new uses for it. Randall 
said that synthetic rubber loses 
no more'of its original qualities In 
the reclamation process than docs 
natural rubber. 


The chief use of this reclaimed 


product Is as an extender with 
regular synthetic rubber. Alone it 
can be made into any of the ar- 
ticles, foe example shoe soles— 
which tesY* have proved normally 
will outwear reclaimed natural 
rubber—also heels, canning- jar 
rubbers, tubing and hose. 
• No • such products have been 
marketed yet because of lack of 
synthetic, scrap, and at the pres- 
ent rate of automobile driving, 
scrap synthetic tires .will not be 
available in practical quantities 
for about two and one-half years, 
Randall estimated. . 


Sufficient natural rubber scrap 


is on hand for this plant's daily 
production of 60 tons for about a 
year, and only the government 
knows how much scrap rubber is 
still in reserve. 


"But when that is gone we'll 


have nothing to turn to but syn- 
thetics", said Randall. 
"There 


still is a vast amount of research 
to be done", he added. One of the 
problems to solve is the character- 
istic of synthetic rubber to crack 
more easily "than natural rubber 
in automobile tires. This also ap- 
plies to synthetic reclaim. 


The reclaimed 
productf com- 


bined with synthetic rubber, Ran- 
dall 
said, 
should find a great 


usage in the postwar automotive 
industry. 
Perhaps, he said, it 


will replace springs and shock ab- 
sorbers.

The Chilean accusation that the 


United States 
and 
Britain are 


planning 
a 
"South 
American 


Munich" which 
\vould, • abandon 


democratic Chile anil Uruguay to 
the Argentine 'dictatorship is un- 
founded and illogical. It has oecn 
emphatically denied by Secretary 
of State Hull. ' Yet it serves to 
emphasize the growing tension of 
Argentine-American relations. 


This 'tension antedates the pres- 


ent, blatantly fascist Farrell-Pcr- 
on government and stems from 
.many factors. 
Argentina ha3 al- 


ways had 
strong 
cultural and 


commercial siies witli Europe. She 
has always wanted to dominate 
South America. Her separate dis- 
like and jealousy of this country 
and Brazil lias been redoubled by 
the increasingly close tics between 
the latter countries.

icrs to the northwest, the bitter- 
ly-dcfcndcd German base already 
outflanked i by the armored drive 
toward Countances. 
On the cast 


end of the blazing, 40-mile U. S. 
front, other troops gained two 
miles and won two towns. 


The armored offensive crash-
